Report of Board of Health 


During the past fall there have been quite a number of cases 
of diphtheria in the town located at the Street and east part. 
It has been impossible for the board to locate the exact cause 
of the disease or where it first broke out although every effort 
was made to do so. By strict quarantine and using the most 
careful and thorough measures in final fumigation the board 
has diligently tried to stamp out the disease. Under instruc- 
tiou from the State Board of health the local board has furnish- 
ed considerable assistance to families in quarantine especially 
to such families as could not obtain the necessaries of life 
without extraordinary hardship to themselves but the local 
board is not expected to help those who are amply able to pay 
their own bills. ‘The local board has tried faithfully to follow 
out these directions and bas given especial attention and con- 
sideration to such individual case.

Report of School Board 


It seems hardly necessary in a town like Lempster to 
give a report of the schools, for each individual who is at all 
interested has already formed his opinionof the character of 
the schools as they appeared to him during the year. But, in 
compliance with the law, the Schvol Board must make an 
annual report. 

Nothing has seriously interfered with the good work that 
we expect in our schools but the closing of three schools on 
account of diphtheria somewhat retarded the fall terms. 
Taken asa whole we have reason to be satisfied with the year’s 
work. 

STREET VILLAGE. All three terms have been under 
the tuition of Susie B. Hurd and, we believe, have been suc- 
cessful and profitable. 

EAST LEMPSTER VILLAGE. Miss Mary Nichols has 
taught throughout the school year. The membership and 
attendance have been somewhat varied on account of removals 
from town, sickness, severe cold weather, etc., but the exam- 
inations showed good work. 

SOUTH DIVISION. ‘This school has also been able to 
retain the same teacher, Miss Ethel Pollard, during the year. 
The utmost harmony and good will prevails between teachwr 
and pupils and the improvement which the year has broug!it 
about is very marked. | 


NORTH DIVISION. Miss Evelyn Rundle of Haverhill, 
Mass. returned to this school last spring and has fullv sustain- 
ed her reputation of last year as a teacher of much ability.
